OFFICIAL» DECLARE ALABAMA OYSTER 
BEDS ARE FREE FROM CONTAMINATION 
As s iim k of a s outbreak of typhoid fever in Chica­ 
go and some of the other larger cities, which outbreak, 
officials claim, was traced back to contaminated oysters, 
the companies engaged in shipping this food are suffering 
sever financial reverses. The investigations by health of­ 
ficials was followed, in some instances, with prohibitions 
against the importation of oysters. 
. 
Unfortunately for Alabama companies, it now appears 
that this action, taken hazily perhaps, as a precautionary 
measure sometimes must be taken, has worked not only 
s groat hardship on Alabaran oystfr shippers, but a hard­ 
ship which was wholly unnecessaiy. 
£ T. Quinn, commissioner of conversation in Alabama, 
has made public the following statement regarding 
the 
freedom of the Alabama oyster beds from contamina- 
tkm: 
. 
“It is a matter of practical impossibility» for the 
Alabama oyster to become contaminated with typhoid 
or other disease germs, due to the fact that Alabama’s 
oyster bottoms are fat removed from congested cen­ 
ters, from sewerage and industrial wastes,” Commis­ 
sioner Quinn stated, 
“Chicagb draw» on the upper east Atlantic coast 
states for its supply of oysters, where pollution of 
* 
waters along the coast in close proximity to groat in­ 
dustrial centers, is becoming quite a problem. 
The 
presumption on the part of the Chicago health board 
that some cases of typhoid in that city may possibly 
be traceable to raw oysters in no way affects thé mar­ 
ket for Alabama oysters.” 
Mr, Quinn backs up his own announcement with an ad 
.ditional statement from Dr. S. W. Welch, state health 
officer, as follows: 
“In answering your inquiry as to the prevalence 
of typhoid fever in Alabama, and its connection with 
the raw oyster trade will say that there has not been 
as much typhoid fever in Alabama this winter as there 
was for the corresponding period last winter. There 
has been no outbreaks of the disease in spy center of 
population where raw oysters contribute to the diet 
list of the citizenship. There has never been an out­ 
break of typhoid fever in Alabama traceable to in­ 
fected oysters. ‘There is no reason now to 
suspect 
that the oyster beds of the South Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts are in any danger of infection. 
The city of 
Birmingham and other inland towns of the state of 
Alabama receive oysters from a number of ports upon 
the Atlantic coast, and also from ports on the Gulf 
of Mexico. If there has been any infection in any of 
these beds, we would have had outbreaks of typhoid 
fever in some of these centers of population. 
No 
such outbreaks have occurred. 
“It is an interesting fact that typhoid fever in Ala­ 
bama is a rural problem. Practically every outbreak 
that has occurred within the last twelve months has 
been traceable to a healthy carrier or to contact with 
an active case of typhoid fever. 
Our facilities for 
locating the cause of outbreaks are excellent, and if 
there had been any reason to suspect raw oysters of 
being the cause of any case of typhoid fever in the 
state we would have discovered it already. 
“With these facts before me, I feel safe in saying 
to you that the people of Alabama are in no danger 
of typhoid infection, if they eat raw oysters, which 
aré shipped from the south Atlantic and Gulf coast 
beds.”

“It is gratifying to Alabamians to learn that the oys­ 
ters gathered along the Alabama coast are free from 
contamination. 
Whatever may be the conditions pre­ 
vailing where oysters are gathered in the East, it appears 
there is no pollution whatever of the waters from which 
come the Alabama and Mississippi oysters. 
People who 
like oysters, and for many there is no greater Winter de­ 
licacy, are in no danger if they confine their eating to oys- 
ers that are known to come from uncontaminated oyster 
beds. And it appears that there are many uncontaminated 
oyster beds. 
“President Mefhenn, of the Maryland Shell Fish Pack­ 
ers, and McDonald Lee, commissioner of fisheries of Vir­ 
ginia, say that a great injustice is being done to the oys­ 
ter producing centers of the United States by the actions 
of some states in placing a general ban upon ail oysters. 
The Virginia and Maryland oysters are declared wholly 
free from contamination, as well as are the oysters ship­ 
ped through Mobile and gathered from gulf <*b*st beds. 
The action of Illinois health authorities in prohibiting 
the eatingj of raw oysters in that state is especially harm­ 
ful to the oyster industry at Mobile and New Orleans, for 
many of the oysters eaten in tl*at state are shipped from 
Southern points.
